Io this suit, Mr. Francis, Q.C., instructed by 
Masers. Wotton and Deacon, moved on behalf of 
thadefendant fox leave to appeala; it tho judg:

Court, in favour of tho plaintiffs in this case, on 
tho 27th March, 

Mr. Francis said, the plaintiffs were a number 
of Chinese trading as the Yoo Sang, and the do- 
fondunt was Ku Hung’ Tak, trading as the Ban 
Wo, Lhe plaintiffs claimed $295 for goods sold 
and deliverod and for damages sustained by re- 
fasal on tho part of the defendant to carry out 
is contract. Plaintiffs stated that thuy-dontraot+ 
oil to sell dofendant fifty tons best Australian 
onl and fifty tons hest. Takasima coal, 
that defendant took delivery of twonty-one 
toris-of Australian coal ‘but yefuged. to take 
tho balance of Lhe coal, und they claimed for the 
prico of the twenty-ono tons taken and practical. 
Jy tho lors inoarred by the reduced sale by:aue- 
tion of the balance which he refused to tnke,and 
also for expenses. Having read the judgmant 
delivered by Mr, Justice Teach, Mr. Francis 
called their Lordship's attantion to tho fact that 
pluintiffs in’ bringing the case into conrt divided 
tho’ contract into twa parts, ‘They olaimad for. 
theaotual coal taken, and claimed for tha balance, 
of which defendant, refused to'take delivery.
